CANTON MATTERS. 

There is once again talk of ‘Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen creating a Dew 
“National Government, with 
headquarters zt Canton. and also 
of his intention to embark on 
another expedition against the 
North. In fact, itis reported in 
some of the vernatular papers 
that an impirtant, meeting re- 
cently held at his headquarters 
has come to a decisien te put 
both proposals into actual effect.’ 
As to the motive underlying such 
a scheme, if it is seriously pro- 
posed, there need be little mis- 
apprehension. In the eyes of 
the outside world, Dr. Sun as the 
head or a “ National” Govem- 
ment, instead of a politician who 
is finding it difficult to coatrol 
even one province. would appear 
a@ much more commanding per- 
sonage than he actually is. That, 
at the present juncture, might 
suit the purpose of himself and 
his followers extremely well. 
Yet we cannot forget that when 
he came Seuth from. Shanghai 
last year he categorically stated 
that he had no intention of forme 
ing a new Government, nor of 
again assuming the title of * Pre- 
sident.” He may argue, of course, 
that circumstances. necessitate a 
reshaping of his policies. But 
it would be interesting to’ know 
what circumstance. requires the 
changing of the name éf the 
“ Constitutionslist ” Government 


|to that of the “ National ™ Gov- 


emment. Since his return to 
Canton, Dr. Sumt-has not by 
any means enlarged the scope of 
his authority. Indeed, it 
been rather the reverse. Certain- 
ly he and his followers have not 
the least claim to the title ofa 
national administration. 

. The .talk of an expedition 
against the” North.is equally 
absurd. We know it was mooted 
when Tsao Kun was declared 
President, and that it is a 
revival of the project upon which 
Dr, Sun once started but which 
ended in a complete . fiasca. 
To again. bring forward the 
idea now appears to us to be 
a, striking instance of bad 
tactics, What is; Dr. Sun’s chief 
argument againstthe retention of 
Customs tevenues by Peking? 
‘That the Northero militarists 
would “make, use of the funds in 


t order to continue military oper- 


bas |’ 


the-surphis.” We have been as- 


‘Seured: by.-those. who ought to 


know that Dr. Sun has-not the 


least intention - of embarking} y 


upon another Northern expedi- 
tion, which would be utterly 
impracticakle.. In view of cur 


.{reat reports, Rowever, a dafinite 


official declaration to that effect 
wonld appear opportune. ‘Until it 
is made, observers. will have 
avery- justification for heleving 
that some such move igiin con- 
templation—which is a point of 
considerable importance in con- 

ction with the situation creat- 
ed regarding the Customs 
dispute, ‘ 


Motor Boat Hire. 


The court case reported yester- 
day in which a Japaneso sued a 
motor-boat coxswain for failing 
to take him to his destination, is 
important for the ruling that 
resulted--a passenger is entitled 
to.be taken wherever he desires 
to go provided the coxswain has 
previously agreed to have him as 
afare. That is how we read it. 
All that has happened is that the 
regulations have been vindicated, 
and the overbearing cox shown 
that he cannot take the law into 
his own hands. This should be a 
lesson and a warning to others of 
his kind. Incidentally, we believe 
that itis Dlegal {owing to the risk) 
for a passenger to expect a motor- 
boat to proceed beyond harbour 
limits—e.g. round the island —but 
the boatrnan can of course refuse 
to do such a joumey beforehand. 
Bound up with the trial yesterday 
thera was the matter of payment 
in advance.

Shooting of Robbers.. 

We are glad tn nate the verdict 
at the inquest on a~ Chinese 
footpad who was shot by’a shop 
keeper near Monmouth Path. 
The decision was that the deed 
was done in self-defence, and 
therefore no blame attaches to 
the Chinese who. so effectively 
retaliated, though he is admonish- 
ed for hastiness and subsequent 
failure to report the matter to the 
police authorities. It might seem 
brutal, tosome people, to condone 
the shooting down of a fellow 
human being in this fashion, but 
we think it should be realised by 
now that drastic remedies are 
necessary. Itis only by impress- 
ing on the, desperadoes in our 
midst that they are likely ta 
meet with short shrift, either 
at the hands of the~ police 
or ordinary armed citizens, that 
something of a check can be put 
on their activities.. Time was 
when our benevolent law. follow- 
ing the practice at Home, frowned 
severely on those who killed an 
vattucker, and. charges, of man- 
slaughter loomed over the person 
who did not wait until he was 
fired at. It meant that one only 
had «a right to shoot.e robber. who 
first tried to shoot’ oneself—and 
missed. It is pleasing. to. know 
that such proofs of the law being 
a “hass” are passing with the 
changing times. :
